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Earnings in 1981 of Marrie^-Geuple 
of Husbands and Wives 



INTRODUCTION 

This report contains data on the annual earnings of hus- 
bands and wives and their combined earnings as married 
couples for 1981. Earnings data are presented Using three 
important determinants of earnings levels: (1 ) annual work 
experience in terms of weeks worked and full-time or 
part-time employment, (2) occupation, and (3) jevel of 
educational attainment. Earnings levels of husbands and 
wives by age and presence of children are presented and dis- 
cussed, arid a table has also been included showing the num- 
ber arid characteristics of wives having higher earnings levels 
than their husbands. The data in the report were obtained 
from the March 1982 Current P°P u ] a tJ on Survey (CPS). 

The main purpose of this report is to provide specialized 
data on the earnings of husbands and wives that have not 
been available in the annual Current Population Reports, 
Consumer Income* Series, (P-60). The steep rise in labor 
force participation of women make this report's statistics 
increasingly important to understanding the distribution of 
earnings and income. The 20-year period between 1961 arid 
198(1 saw the annual average number of women in the labor 
forie increase from 23.8 to 46.9 million, compared with an 
increase f or men from 49.2 to 63.9 million. About 67 per : 
celit of ail rnarried^couples with earnings had a working wife. 
bv^alL_working wives contributed about 30 percent of the 
couples' earnings when both the husband and wife worked 
and 38 percent in situations where both worked year round, 
full time. Comparisons such as this and many others can be 
made based on the data in this report. 

It should be noted that the data iri this report cover 1981, 
a year iri which the U.S. economy fell into a recession trjat 
lasted from July 1981 to November 1982. This situation may 
have had some effect on the relationship between-the-ear^ 
jngs of husbands and wives: Differences between the earnings 
of husbands and wives result from a multitude of factors, and 
because we have covered only some of the major determi- 
nants of earnings in this report, comparisons of husbands and 
wives earnings levels cannot be used to examine issues such as 
sex discrimination and differences in the monetary gains 
from education. Also, husbands and wives are only a subset 
of all workers. These kinds of analyses should be based on 
more detailed statistics from persons with sirri r educational 
backgrounds, degrees, specific occupations, and previous 
lifetime work experience. 



HIGHLIGHTS 

• Both the husband and wife had earnings iri 62 percent of 
the 42:2 million married couples with at least brie spouse 
employed during 1981. 

• The average earnings of married couples was $25,550, 
overall, but $34,560 if both husband and wife worked 
year round, full time. 

• Forty-six percent of the 27.7 million working wives 
wtrked year round, full time in 1981. These women 
earned an average of $13,070 in 1981. 

• Seventy-six percent of the 40.2 million husbands with 
earnings were year-round, full-time workers. Their earn- 
ings averaged $23,800. 

• The average earnings of married couples in which both 
the husband arid wife were employed in professional or 
managerial bccupat'bris in 1981 was $39,170. 

• About 17 percent of working wives in 1981 had 4 or more 
years of college. Those wives with a 4-year degree earned 

- an average of $10,680: 

> Wives with 5 or more years of college averaged $14,910. 

• Twenty-four percent of. husbands working in 1981 had 
4 or more years of college. Those with 4 years of college 
earned an average of $27,340, and those with 5 or more 
years of college earned an average of $32,860. 

• VA/nm ^n with at least one ^ ni n or child in the home ac- 
counted for 55 percent of all wives with earnings. 

• Sixteen percent of the 25.7 million married couples with 
both spouses employed had a wife whose earnings ex- 
ceeded her husband's in 1981. 
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Work Experience in 198*i 




Tables 1A through lb classify the earnings of married 
coaples, husbands, and wives, by weeks of work and foil- 
time, part-time status for 1981: In March 1982, there were 
49:6 miiiion married coaples: Of these, about 42.2 million 
(85 percent) had a husband, or wife, or both working in 
1981. Eighty-nine percent had a husband working at full- 
time jobs, and 44 percent had a wife with the same work 
experience status. About 26.3 million (62 percent) had 
both the husband and wife working. The survey showed that 
95 percent of the husbands were earners in married-couple 
families with earnings. In contrast, 67 percent of the wives 
were earners in 1981. The remaining 33 percent of wives in 
these families did not work outside the home. Both the 
husband and the wife were employed year round, full time 
in 23 percent of the total number of married-couple families 
with earnings in 1981 . 

The mean earnings of married-couple families with earn : 
ings was $25,550 in 1981. When both the husband arid wife 
worked, the mean earnings was $28,560, but $34,560 if both 



worked year round, full time. For the 14.0 million families 
in wnich the husband worked but the wife did not, the mean 
earnings was $22,300. ' jj 

Overall; 40:2 million husbands were earners 'in 1 981 - The 
mean earnings of these men was $20,870. Those working 
year round, full time earned an average of $23,800. Husbands 
working year round, full time whose wife did not work 
earned somewhat more, $26,170, on average. 

Working wives with earnings numbered 27.7 million in 
1981 . The mean earnings of these women was $8,600 in 
1981. Wives working year round, full time, about 46 percent 
of the total, earned an average of $13,070. About one-third 
of these wives with earnings were employed part time in 
1981 ; these women earned an average of $3,830. 

Overall, working wives earned an average of about 43 
percent of the amounts earned by their husbands. The same 
comparison for husbands arid wives both working year round, 
full time shows that wives earned about 62 percent of the 
amounts received by husbands.

Tables 2 A through 2D provide data on the ^earnings_of 
'married couples, husbands, and wives by occupation of 
longest job in 1981: The data show that the most frequent 
combination of /occupations for husbands, and wives was a 
husband in the crafts occupations and a wife in the clerical 
occupations in 1981. There were 2.1 million of these couples 
in 1981, about 8 percent of all married couples with both the 
husband and wife employed. The mean earnings of this group 
was $27,800. the mean earnings for couples with both the 
husband and wife In either a professional or managerial 
occupation was $39,17(1 

Approximately 23 percent of employed husbancjs^were in 
the crafts occupations in 1981; these men earned an average 



bf $18, 720 in that year. Husban ds in the professio nal and 
managerial occupations had the highest earnings levels, while 
farm workers had the lowest earnings. 

The largest proportion of working wives were concen- 
trated in the clerical dcqupations: 34 percent were working 
in this occupation group in ^ 98 U yarning an average of 
$8,900. Wives in the professional and managerial occupations 
numbered 7.1 million, or 26 percent of the 27.7 million 
working wives. The mean earnings of this group was $12,200 
for 1981.

Tables 3A through 3D contain earnings data for married 
couples, husbands, and wives by their educational attainment 
levels One in four married couples were made up of two high 
school graduates, compared with a figure of 11 percent for 
married couples in which both the husband ^and wife com- 
pleted 4 or more years of college. Those couples in which 
neither spouse completed high school numbered 5.5 million, 
or about 13 percent of married couples with earnings. 

The mean earning'; of couples consisting of two high 
school graduates was $23,770 in 1981, well below the mean 
of $39,200 for couples with 4 or more years of college. 
Couples with less than high school educations/ earned an 
average of $14,820. 

Husbands with 4 or more years. of college accounted, for 
24 percent of all husbands with earnings. Men in this cate- 



lih^s. 



gory averaged $27,340 for those with 4 years of college 
and $32,860 for men with 5 or more years of college, thirty- 
seven percent of working husbands had a high school edu- 
cation; these men earned an average of $18,970 in 1981 ; 

An examination of the educational attainment of working 
wives shows that 13.5 million, about 49 percent, had a high 
school education, while 17 percent completed at lealt 4 
years of college. 

The earnings of wives increases, as expected, with the 
level of education. Wives with high school educations earned 
$7;900 in 198*, while wives with i 4 years\bfj^ltege received 
almost $2,800 more, averaging $10,680. The U9 million 
wives with 5 or more years of college had mean earnings of 
$14,910. \

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Age and Presence of Children 




Tables 4A through 5B contain data similar to that shown 
in previous sections bat ase the age of the husband and wife 
as a major classifier: tsoie 4A shows the earnings of married 
couples by age and characteristics of the husband. Tables 4C 
and 5B contain data on the earnings of husbands ano wives 
by aae and presence of own children. 

Some of the most interesting data in thjs section can be 
found Sri table 5B. This table allows comparisons of the work 
experience and earnings levels of wives by the presence of 
children . 

There were 27.7 million wives vyith earnings in 1981. Of 
♦Nese women, 12.5 million (about 4b percent) had rid own 
children at home under age 18. The remaining 55 percent 
had one or more mir:br children living at home. About 3.9 
-hillibri families, or 14 percent of wives with earnings, had 
only children under age 6; 9 percent, or 2.6 million, had both 
children under age 6 and children between the ages of 6 and 
17. The remaining wives (31 percent) had children only be- 
tween ages 6 and 17 



Over half of the women with earnings with no own minor 
children worked year round, full time, as compared with 31 
percent for women with children only under the age of 6. 
Twenty-eight percent oftfhose with children both under age 
6 and 6 to 17 years worked year round, full time. 1 When all 
children were between the ages of 6 and 17, 44 percent of 
wives with earnings were employed year round, full time. 

The mean earning levels of working wives varied by the 
presence of children: Wives with rib minor children averaged 
$9,590, those with only children under the age of 6 had 
average earnings of $7,380, wives with i some children under 
age 6 arid between 6 and 17 averaged $6,580, and when all 
children were between the ages of 6 arid 17, working wives 
earned an average of $8,320.

This 
number represent^ approximately 16 percent of the 25,7 
million married couples in which both the husband and wife 
received earhings.| AboMt 8 percent of the wives in these 
couples , had earnings ranging between 80 and 10(5 .percent 
of their husbands. 

Characteristics of wives earning more than their husbands 
differed significantly from those earning lesser, amounts. 



Fifty : fiv§ percent of the wives earning more than their 
husbands had hb minor children at home as compared with 
40 percent for women earning jess. While 17 percent of 
the women earning less worked in professional occupations, 
25 percent of the wives with greater earnings were em- 
ployed in this occupation group. Twenty-three percent of 
the wives that received higher pay than their employed 
spouses had 4 or more years of college, conjpared with 17 
percent for wives earning less,

The final four tables, 7A through 8B, present mean 
earnings figures for husbands arid wives working year round, 
full time. Mean earnings in these tables are shown by age, 
occupation, and Educational attainment . 

As mentioned previously, 9.6 million married-couple 
families with earnings had both the husband and wife 
working year round, full time In 1981. These couples 
accounted for about 23 percent of all married couples with 
earnings in that year. The mean earnings of husbands 
working year round, full time whose wife also worked year 



round, full time was $21,490 in 1981: Mean ^ earnings of 
wives working year round, full time whose husband also 
worked year round, full time was $13,250 in 1981 . Husbarids 
working in professional occupations earned an average of 
$26,680, the highest of all occupation groups shown in 

table 7A. 

In terms of educational attainment, the data. show the 
highest earnings levels for husbands and wives with 5 or 
more years of college, $29,900 and $19,440, respectively, 
for 1981.

Population coverage. This report includes the civilian 
noninstitotional population of the United States and approxi- 
mately 609,000 members of the Armed Forces in the United 
States living off post or with their families on post, but ex- 
cludes all other members of the Armed Forces. 

Money wages or salary. Money wages or salary is total money 
earnings received for work perforrr^ed as an employee dur- 
ing the income year. It includes^ wages, salary, Armed Forces 
pay, commissions, tips, piece-rate payments, and cash 
bonuses earned before deductions Were made for taxes, 
bonds, pensions, union dues, etc. 

Net Income from nonfarm self-employment. N'effiicbme from 
nonfarm self-employment is net money income (gross receipts 
minus expenses) from one's own business, professional enter : 
prise, or partnership. Gross receipts include the value of ail 
goods sold and services rendered. Expenses include costs of 
goods purchased, rent, heat, light, power, depreciation 
charges, wages and salaries paid, business taxes (hot per- 
sonal income taxes), etc. In general, inventory changes were 
considered in determining net income; replies based bh in- 
come tax returns or other official records do reflect inven- 
tory changes. However, when values of inventory changes 
were not reported, net income figures exclusive of inventory 
changes were accepted. The value of saleable merchandise 
consumed by the proprietors of retail stores is not included 
as part of net income. 

Net income from farm self-employment. Net income from 
farm self-employment is net money income (gross receipts 
minus operating expenses) from the operation of a farm by 
a person on his own account, as an owner, renter, or 
sharecropper. Gross receipts include the value of all products 
sold, government farm programs/ money received from the 
rental of farm equipment to others, and incidental receipts 
from the sale of wood, sand, gravel, etc. Operating expenses 
include cost of feed, fertilizer, seed, and other farming sup- 
plies, cash wages paid to farmhands, depreciation charges, 
cash rent, interest on farm mortgages, farm building repairs, 
farm taxes mot State and Federal personal income taxes), etc. ' 
The value of f uel, food, or other farm products used for family 
living is hot included as part of net income. In general, inven- 
tory changes were considered in determining net income bh 1 
ly when they were accounted f or in replies based bh income 
tax returns or other official records which reflect inventory 
changes; otherwise inventory changes were hot taken into 
account. t

Total money earnings. Total money earnings is the algebraic 
sum of money wages of salary and net income from farm and 
nonfarm self-employment: *• 



Mean earnings. The mean earnings is the amount obtained 
by dividing the total earnings of a group by the number of 
units in that group. The means for married-couple families, 
husbands, and wives are based on married-couple families, 
husbands, and wives with earnings. 

Married couple. A married couple, as defined for census pur- 
poses, is a husband and wife enumerated as members of the 
same household. The married couple may or may not have 
children living with them. The expression '-husband-wife" or 
"married-couple" before the term "household," or "family," 
indicates that the household, or family, is maintained by a 
husband and wife. j 

Age. The age classification is based on the age of the person 
t\ his last birthday. j

Years of school completed. Data bh years of school completed 
were derived from the combination of answers to questions 
concerning the highest grade of school attended by the per- 
son and whether or not that grade was finished. The ques- 
tions of educational attainment apply only to progress in 
"regular" schools: Such schools include graded public, 
private, and parochial elementary and high schools (both 
junior and senior), colleges, universities, and professional 
schools (whether day schools or night schools). Thus, regular 
schooling is that which may advance a person toward an 
elementary school certificate, a high school diploma, or a col- 
lege, university, or professional school degree: Schooling in 
other than regular schools was counted only if the credits 
obtained were regarded as transferable to a school in the 
regular school system. 

Occupation. The data on occupation refer to the civilian job 
held longest during the income year. .^-^ 
— > The occupation groupings were derived from occupation 
subgroups delineated on the basis of the classification system 
used in the 1 970 census: For information, see Bureau of the 
Census Technical Paper No. 26, 1B70 Occupation and In- 
dustry Classification in Terms of Their I960 Occupation and 
industry Elements, by John A: Priebe, Joan Heinkel, and 
Stanley Greene, July 1972. 

Work experience. A person with work experience is one who, 
during the preceding calendar year, did any civilian work for 
pay or profit or worked without pay on a family-operated farm 
or business at any time during the year, on a port-time or full- 
time basis. ./ 35 
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Waeks worked in the jncorne year; Persons are classified 
according to the number of different weeks, during the 
preceding calendar .year, in which they did any civilian work 
for pay or profit (including paid vacations and sick leave) or 
worked without pay on a family-operated farm or business. 

Part-time of full-time jobs: A person is classified as having 
worked at part-time jobs during the preceding calendar year 
if he worked at civilian jobs which provided less than 35 hours 
of work per week in a majority of the weeks in which he 
worked during the year. He is classified as having worked at 
full-time jobs if he worked 35 hours or more per week during 
a majority of the weeks in which he worked. 



Year-rni^nd, full-time worker. A year-round, full-time worker 

is one who worked prirharily~arf ^ 

weeks or mere during the preceding calendar year. 

Nonworker. A nonworker Is ope who did hot do any civilian 
work in the calendar year preceding the survey. 

Rounding. Percentages are rounHed to the nearest tenth of 
a percent; therefore, the percentages in a distribution do not 
always add to exactly 100.0 percent. The totals, however, 
are always shown as 100.0. Moreover, individual figures are 
rognded to the nearest thousand without being adjusted t# 
group totals, which are independently rounded; percentages 
are based on the unrounded numbers. 



Base figures. The base figures shown for 1 981 are based on 
civilian noninstitutional population controls for age, race, and 
sex established by the 1 980 census. 

Symbols. A dash ( — ) represents zero or rounds to zero, the 
symbol "B" means that the base for the derived figure is less 
than 75,000, the symbol "X" means not applicable, and the 
symbol "NA" means not available. 



Underreporting of income. This section discusses some im- 
portant aspects of underreporting and its P^asarerfusnt and 
presents some estimates of underraport[ng_for_the^ 
df 1 979. The general survey phenomenon that is commonly 
termed underreporting actually refers to the tendency of 
household surveys to undere«t]mate^he number of income 
recipients and/or the amount of Jncorne received. There_a7e 
three main causes for underreporting: failure to report receipt 
of the income type, underreporting of the amount received, 
and misclassification of ^e income type received. 

Accurately measuring the extent of underreporting of in- 
come is difficult for many of the income types. There are two 
main components of measuring underreporting: the number 
of income recipients and the total amount of income 
received. Measuring the survey undei count of recipients for 
the March CPS is extremely difficult because independent 
estimates (benchmarks or controls) for the CPS nojTinJtitur - 
tional, "ever-received during the yea^je^ierrt^oncept are 
difficult to validate J jD^dfttcTrrsolrie of the administrative 

___^ojoxc^s^o^ifedloTthe derivation of independent estimates 
have significant errors themselves. 

The derivation of accurate ^underreporting estimates for 
amounts of income Is easier but still not without similar prob- 
lems. In general, better administrative data are available on 
the annual amount of benefits received, or income earned, 
than recipients. Some of the more important problems 
associated with development of the independent controls for 
amounts are adjusting independent estimates to the CPS 

3 noninstitutional population, significant differences between 
alternate sources of independent estimates, especially for self- 
employment income, interest, dividends, and rents^ and 
periodic revisions to the sources of independent estimates 
that delay availability of data and significantly alter estimates 
of underreporting. Shown in table A-1 are estimates of under- 
reporting for amounts of money income for 1979.

SOURCE OF DATA 



The estimates are based on data obtained in March 1982 
from the Current Population Survey (CPS) of the Bureau of 
the Census arid from supplementary questions to the CPS. 
The monthly CPS deals mainly with labor force data for the 
civilian noninstitutional population. Questions relating to 
labor force participation are asked about each member 14 
—years old and over in every sample household. In addition, 
supplementary questions are asked every March about money 
income arid work experience for the previous year. In order 
to obtain more reliable data for the Spanish-origin popula- 
tion, the . March CFS sample was enlarged to include all 
households from the previous November sample which cori ; 
tained at least brie sample person of Spanish origin. For this 
report, persons in the Armed Forces living off post or with 
their families on post are also included. 

The present CPS sample was initially selected from the 
1970 census files with coverage in all 50 States arid the 
District of Columbia. The sample is continually updated 
to reflect new construction: The current CPS sample is 
located jn 629 areas comprising 1,148 counties, independent 
cities, and minor civil divisions in the Nation. In this sample, 
approximately 61,500 occupied hoaseholds were eligible 
for interview. Of this number, about 2,500 occupied units 
were visited but interviews were not obtained because the 
occupants were not found at home after repeated calls o; 
were unavailable for some other reason. 

The estimation procedure used in this survey involved 
the inflation of the weighted sample results to independent 
estimates of the total civilian noninstitutional population 
of the United States by age, race, and sex. These independent 
estimates were based on statistics from decennial censuses; 
statistics on birthc, deaths, immigration and emigration; and 
itatisticr on the strength of the Armed forces. The estima- 
tion procedure for ,ne data in the report also involved a 
further L Jj;:n merit so that husband and wife of a household 
received ihe sarr»e weight. The independent population esti- 
mates used in this report are based on the 1980 decennial 
census: 

RELIABIL ITY OF ESTIMATES 

Sine* the CPS estimates are based on a sample, they may 
differ somewhat from the figures that would have been ob- 
tained if a complete census had been taken using the same 
questionnaire, instructions, and enumerators. There are two 
types of errors possible in an estimate based oh a sample 
survey: sampling and nonsampling: The standard errors 
provided r o\ this report primarily indicate the magnitude of 



the sampling error: They also partially measure the effect of 
some nonsampling errors in response and enumeration, but 
do not measure any systematic biases in the data. The full 
extent of nonsampling error is unknown. Consequently, 
particular care should be exercised in the interpretation of 
figures based on a relatively small number of cases or on 
small differences between estimates. 



Nonsampling variability. Nonsampling errorsV can be attri- 
buted ^o many sources, e.g., inability to obtain information 
about all cases in the sample, definitional difficulties, differ- 
ences in the interpretation of questions, inability or un- 
willingness on the part of the respondents to provide correct 
information, inability to recall information, mors made in 
col lection such as in recording or coding the data, errors 
made in processing the data, errors made in estimating 
values for missing data, arid failure to represent all units 
with the sampfte (undercoverage). 

Undercoverage in the CPS results from missed housing 
units rind missed persons within sample households. Overall 
CPS undercoverage, as compared with the level of the 1980 
decennial census, is about 7 percent. It is known that CPS 
undercoverage varies with age, sex, and race. Generally, 
undercoverage is larger for males than for females and 
"larger for Blacks and other races combined than for Whites. 
* Ratio estimation to independent age-sex-race population 
controls partially corrects for the bias due to survey under- 
coverage. However, biases exist in the, estimates to the 
exterit^that missed persons in missed households or missed 
arsons in interviewed households have different charac- 
teristics than interview tki parsons in the same age-sex-race 
group. Further, the independent population controls used 
have riot been adjusted for undercoverage in the decennial 
census. 

A coverage improvement sample was included in comput- 
ing the estimates in order to provide coverage of mobile 
homes and new construction housing units which pre- 
viously had no chance for selection under the CPS design. 
This sample is composed of approximately 450 sample house- 
hold units which represent 237,000 occupied mobile homes 
and 600,000 new construction housing units. These new con- 
struction units are composed of those units where building 
permits were issued prior to January 1970 and construction 
wj» nbtj:bmpleted by the time of the 1970 census (i.e., April 
1970). The extent of other sources of housing undercoverage 
is unknown but believed to be small. The inclusion of this 
coverage improvement sample in the CPS does not have a 
significant effect on the estimates. 

In most cases the questionnaire entries for income are 
based on the memory or knowledge of one person, usually 
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the wife. The memory factor in data derived I from i field 
surveys of income probably produces a nderestimrtes be- 
cause theteridericy is to forget minor or irregular soured of 
ir^>me. Other errors of reporting are da _ e to nnisrepreserita- 
tiorl or to misunderstanding as to the scope of the inebme 
concept. See also the section entitled ''Uriderrepbrtirig of 
Income." 

Sampling variability. The standard errors given in tables B-1 
through B-6 are primarily measures of sampling variability^ 
that is, of the variation that occurred by chance because a 
sample rather than the entire population was surveyed. The 
sample estimate and its standard error enable one to con- 
struct confidence intervals, ranges that would include the 
average result of all possible samples with a known proba- 
bility. For example, If all possible samples were selected, 
each of these being surveyed under essentially the same 
general conditions and using the same sample design, and 
if an estimate and its standard error were calculated from 
each sample, then: 

1. Approximately 68 percent of the intervals from one 
standard error below the estimate to one standard error 
above the estimate would include the average result of all 
possible samples. 

2. Approximately 90 percent of the intervals from ^J *> stand- 
ard errors below the estimate to 1.6 standard errors above 
the estimate would include the average result of all possi- 
ble samples. 

3. Approximately 95 Percent of the intervals from two 
standard errors below the estimate to two standard errors 
above the estimate would include the average result of all 
possible samples. 

The! average estimate derived from all P os 'ble jampjes is 
or is nSt contained in any particular computed I interval. How- 
ever, for a particular sample, one can say with a specified 
confidence that the average estimate derived from all possible 
samples is included in the confidence interval. 

Standard errors may also be used to perform hypothesis 
testing, a procedure for distinguishing between population 
parameters using sample estimates. The most common types 
of hypotheses appearing in this report are 1) the population 
parameters are identical orjjj they are different. An example 
of this would be comparing the mean earnings of married- 
couple ; . c amtlies where the wife worked versus the mean earn- 
ings of married-couple families where the wife did riot work. 
Tests may be performed at various levels of significance, 
where a level of significance is the probability of concluding 
that the parameters are different when, in fact, they are iden- 
tical. All statements of comparison in the text have passed a 
hypothesis iest at the 0.16 level of significance or better, arid 
most have passed a hypothesis test at the 0.05 level of signifi- 
cance or better. This means that, for most differences cited 
in the text,, the estimated difference between parameters is 
greater than twice the standard error of the difference: For 



the other differences mentioned, the estimated difference 
between parameters is between \ i :6 and 2:6 times the stand- 
ard error of the difference^ When this is the case, the state- 
merit of comparison wlij be qualified in some way, e.g., by. 
Use of the phrase "some evidence;" 

Note when using small estimates. Summary measures (such 
as means, medians, and percent distributibrisj are shown only 
when the base is 75,000 or greater. Because of the large 
standard errors involved, there Is little chance that summary 
measures would reveal useful information when computed on 
a smaller base. Estimated numbers are shown, however, even 
though the relative standard errors of these numbers are 
larger than those for the corresponding percentages. These 
smaller estimates are provided primarily to permit such com- 
binations of the categories as serve each user's needs. 

Standard error tables and their use. In order to derive stand- 
ard errors that would be applicable to a large number of esti- 
mates and that could be prepared at a moderate cost, a num- 
ber of approximation; were required. Therefore, instead of 
providing an individual standard error for each estimate, 
generalized sets of standard errors are provided forvai nous 
types of characteristics. As a result, the sett of_ standard 
errors provided give an indication ol the order of magnitude 
of the standard error of an estimate rather than tbe precise 
standard error. 

The figures presented in tables B-1 and ji-2 are approxima- 
tions to standard errors of various estimates for married- 
couple families, husbands and wives in the, United States. 
Estimated standard errors for intermediate values not shown 
in the generalized tables ^of standard errors may be approxi; 
mated by linear interpolation. 

Two parameters (denoted "a" and "b") are used to calcu- 
late standard errors for each type of characteristic; they are
